FATHER HYACINTH E. 

An Answer from Koine— The Punish- 
ment. 

The Superior of the Order of Barefooted 
Carmelites has published his letter in reply 
to Father Hyacinthe. It runs thus: 

Rome, September 2G. 
Reverend Father: Your letter of tbe 

20th only reached me yesterday. You will 
easily imagine how deeply it afflicted me, 
and with what bitterness it filled my soul. 

I was far from expecting you to fall to 
such a depth. Therefore my heart bleeds 
with grief, and is filled with an immense 
pity for you, and I raise my humble sup- 
plications to the God of all Mercies that 
he may enlighten you, pardon you, and 
lead you back from that deplorable uml 
fatal path on which you have entered. It 
is A-erj’ true, my reverend father, that, 
during the last five years, in spite of my 
personal opinions, which are in general 
contrary to yours on many religious ques- 
tions — as I have more than once expressed 
to you — in spite of the counsels 1 have 
given you on several occasions relative to 
your preachings, and to which, excepting 
in the case of your Lent sermons at Rome, 
you paid but little attention, so long as 
you did not openly depart from the 
limits imposed by Christian prudence 
on a priest, and especially on a monk. I 
always manifested toward you sentiments 
of esteem and friendship, and encouraged 
you in your pieuchings. But if this is 
true, so also is it that, from the moment 
in which I perceived that you were begin- 
ning to go beyond those limits, I was 
forced to begin on my sid? to express to 
you my fears, and to mark to you my dis- 
satisfaction. You must rdueniber, my 
Reverend Father, that I did so especially 
last year, about the month of October, 
when passing through France, relative to 
a letter addressed by you to a club in Paris. 

1 then expressed to you what annoyance 
that writing had caused me. Your letters 
published in Italy were also very painful 
to me, and also drew on you from me ob- 
servations and reproaches when j’ou last 
visited Rome. Lastly, your presence and 
your speech at the Ligue ile In Paix 
filled up the measure of my apprehension 
and my grief, and forced me to write to 
you the letter of thc 22d July last, by 
which 1 formal!}' ordered you in future not 
to print any letter or speech, to speak in 
public elsewhere than in tlie churches, to 
be present in the Chambers, or to take 
part in the Ligue Je la Pair, or any 
other meetings, the object of which 
was not exclusively Catholic and re- 
ligious. My prohibition, as you see, 
did not in the least refer to your 
sermons in the pulpit. On tbe contrary. 

I desired you in future to devote solely 
and entirely your talents and your elo- 
quence to teachings in the church. Con- 
sequently, it was w'ith painful surprise 
that I read in your letter that “you could 
not reascend tlie pulpit at Notre Dame, 
with language perverted by dictation or 
mutilated by reticence.” You must be 
aware, reA'orend father, that 1 have never 
forbidden you to preach, that I have never 
given you any order or imposed any re- 
strictions on your teachings. I only took 
the liberty of giving to you some counsels, 
and of addressing to you some observa- 
tions, especially on the subject of your 
last lectures, as in^ny quality of superior 
it was my right and my duty to do. You 
Avere, consequently, as tree to continue 
your teachings in Paris or elsewhere, a* 
in preceding years, before my letter of the 
22d July last; and if you have resolved not 
to reappear in the pulpit of Notre Dame 
de Paris, it is voluntary and of your own 
free will, and iiot by virtue of measures 
adopted by me towards you. Your 
letter of the 20th announces to me 
that you are about to leave your 
monastery in Paris. 1 learn, indeed, by 
t lie journals and by private letters, that 
you have already left it, and have east off 
your gotvn, Avithout any ecclesiastical au- 
thorization. If the fact is unfortunately 
true, I would remark to you, my reverend 
father, that you must be aware that the 
monk who quits his monastery and the 
dress of his order, without the regular per- 
mission from the competent authority, is 
considered as a real apostate, and is conse- 
quently liable to thc canonical penalties 
mentioned in Cap. Periculoso Ltiee sen- 
tential’, and according to our rules, con- 
firmed by the Holy See, part iii., chapter 
xxxv., No. 12, those avIio leave the com- 
munity without authorization incur the 
greater excommunication ipso facto and 
the note of infamy. Quia eongregaiione 
receilen t, prn’ter apostasiam, ipso facto 
excotnnni nicationem et injamuv not am 
incurrent. As your superior, and in ac- 
cordance with the prescriptions of the 
apostolic decrees, which order me to em- 
ploy even cenwire to bring you back to 
the bosom of the order you have 
so deplorably abandoned, I am 
under the necessity of calling on 
you to return to tbe monastery in Paris 
Avhich you have quitted within ten days 
from the date of the present letter, ob- 
serving to you that if you do not obey this 
or er within the time stated you will be 
deprived canonically of all the charges 
you hold in the Order of Jiarefooted Car- 
melite Monks, and will remain under the 
censure established by the common law 
and by our rules. May yoo, my reverend 
tather, listen to our voice and to the cry 
of your conscience; may you promptly 
and seriously descend within yourself, see 
the depth of your fall, and by a heroic re- 
solution manfully recover yourself, repair 
the great scandal you have caused, and by 
that means console the church,' your 
mother, you ha\ - e so much-afflicted. That 
is the most sincere aud ardent desire of 
my heart: it is also that which your 
afflicted friends, and myself, your father, 
ask Avith all tin* feTvor of our souls of God 
.Almighty, of God, so full of mercy and 
goodness.

On the 24th ultimo, the day when the 
gold panic culminated, aud the gold clique 
retired with only partial success, General 
Butterfield learned that somewhere in 
New York or Washington, or from some 
intermediate point, the telegraph wires 
were leaking news which the Wall street 
gold and stock combinations were using to 
their exclusive advantage. General But- 
terfield was seated at his little table in the 
Assistant Treasurer’s room of the Trea.su : 
ry building during the most eventful hours 
of that eA*entful panic day; around him, 
in painful suspense, Avere gathered nearly 
a score of Wall-street rulers, the most of 
whom expected, yet did not hope for, the 
fatal dispatch from Secretary Boutwell to 
the Assistant Treasurer directing him to 
sell gold. Two preliminary dispatches 
had passed OA'er the wires — one by one 
company’s line, the other over a different 
route — at 10:30 a. m. These Avere au in- 
quiry from the Secretary on the situation, 
and General Butterfield s reply. 

Immediately afterwards one partner 
from each of several of the heaviest * ope- 
rating houses, or a representing person 
from each of them, was attending the vol- 
untary meeting in that southwestern 
room of the Treasury building. When 
the fatal dispatch did come, and while the 
ragged bearer of it was still before Gen. 
Butterfield's table one of the heaviest 
street operators entered the door with the 
announcement that gold was selling down 
to 132. It had been vibrating between lfiO 
and 1(*2 for tbe previous ten minutes. 
While the news of the depressed price was 
being spoken, General Butterfield opened 
the telegram, and read it aloud. The 
order to sell four millions of gold was 
known ou Wall street ten to twenty-five 
minutes before General Butterfield saw the 
contents of the order. 

The gold cliqbe only knew of its receipt, 
and the kings among them made no delay 
in getting into safe quarters, after dis 
posii _ brst of many millions of their load. 
It has been ertained that the Franklin 
Telegraph Company’' wires were tapped, 
either outside of the from some 

roof-top inside the city, and that ti. ru-w- 
was used to the advantage of certain 
operators. When the news reached the 
Franklin oltice here, an expert operator, 
accustomed to the sounds of that instru- 
ment, wrote the dispatch as fast as deliv- 
ered, and when done sent it to the head- 
quarters of the ring. The same thing Avas 
repeated last week, on the occasion of 
General Butterfield s selling the $1,000.00(1 
of gold at the stated weekly sale. This 
tinfe it availed them nothing, for the As- 
sistant Treasurer referred all the propo- 
sals to Secretary Boutwell for decisions 
He suggested a cipher system to the Sec- 
retary on the 27th of September, which 
was approved, and a cipher is to be em- 
ployed hereafter in all trivial as Avell as in 
all important communications by tele- 
graph. The last tapping was not done by 
the great gold po-1 combination, as they 
bad no use for any such informal ion.

NOVEL SUIT. 



Judgment for 820,000 for Dam- 
ages Resulting from one of 
Gen. Price's Raids. 

A New Way to Pay Cld Debts. 



From the St. Louis Times. 

A decidedly novel and interesting suit 
was determined in the Circuit Court yes- 
terday, having been on trial lor a number 
days. The case is for damages based up- 
on one of the raids made in 18G4 by the 
Confederate forces under the command of 
Major General Sterling Price, the par- 
ticulars of which are as follows: 

James Lindsay &. Co., claiming to be 
good loyalists, were owners and proprie- 
tors of a store in fronton in 18(*1. One 
afternoon, in the full of l*Gf, their clerk 
was in charge of the store, when news was 
brought of the approach of Gen. Price's 
army. Thinking discretion the better 
part of valor, lie left the store and made 
good use of his legs. At that time it was 
claimed that there was a stock of goods 
on hand valued at seventeen thousand 
dollars, but after the army had passed 
through and the firm had returned, there 
was but three hundred dollars worth of 
merchandise remaining. 

After the departure of the clerk, ami 
prior to the arrival of the soldiers, James 
Bess, a resident of I ronton, visited the 
store, as he says, for the purpose of pur 
chasing some salt, and no one being pres- 
ent to wait on him, he removed four sacks 
with the intention of paying for them upon 
the return of the owners. 

Some time ago, James Lindsay & Co. 
brought an action, in Iron county, against 
General Price, his staff officers, and Jas. 
Bess, claiming damages in the sum of 
$20,000. Bess, fearing lie could not re- 
ceive a fair trial at home, on account of 
the prejudice against him resulting from 
the war, took a change of venue to St. 
Louis, and the ease was tried before Judge 
Knight and a jury. Precisely the state of 
facts were shown as above narrated, and 
still, strange as it may appear, a verdict 
for $20,000 was rendered against Bess, 
thus charging him with the full damage 
from the raid — rather, an expensive bill 
for four sacks of salt. Of course, the mat- 
ter will be appealed to tbe Supreme Court.

Mrs. Charles F. Ketchum, with whom Mr. 
Smith was accused of having been on too I 
familiar terms, is a tall, handsome lady, 
and belongs to a very wealthy family, it 
is alleged that she has never lived very 
happily with her husband. When married, 
she owned a large property, and her hus- 
band was living on $1,500 per annum, 
given him by his lather, ivho is a hanker 
in New York. Mr. Ketchum now has ten 
fast horses in his stables, and is to be found 
at many a trotting match, and known by 
all the fraternity as a capital sport. 
Mrs. Ketchum has now separated 
from li'^n. and has retained counsel 
for the purpose, it is alleged, of conduct- 
ing a divorce suit against her husband.

On 
that day Mr. Smith, too, drove his horse 
down to the Westport depot, which is 
about two miles from the village, and 
stopped in front of the house ot Mr. 11 
S. Bidwell, intending to invite that gentle- 
man to take a ride down to Norwalk.

Bidwell went into the house for his hat, 
and while he was gone Mr. Frank Burrit 
made his appearance and came up to the 
side of the buggy to conAcrse with the 
minister.

Mr. Ketchum, seeing the minister re- 
newing his visits at Mrs. Burrit s; just at 
the time that Mrs. Ketchum had deserted 
him and gone there to live, had his suspi- 
cions aroused again, and commenced a 
watch over all their movements. A day 
or two after Mr. Smith's visit to Mrs 
Burrit’ s, Mrs. Ketchum sent him word 
that she desired to consult with her pastor.

An American gentleman who has re-, 
sided for sometime in the revolutionary 
district of Cuba furnishes to a West India 
paper, just received, some very valuable 
details respecting the state of affairs inthe 
disturbed portions of the island. He has 
held intimate relations with the command- 
ing officers of both parties, and ia 
consequently enabled to judge pretty 
accurately of the state of things among 
the Spanish and patriot armies. The 
condition, necessities and operations of 
the belligerents are minutely dwelt upon. 

EXTENT OF THE REVOLUTION. 

The reA-olution. which commenced in 
October of last year, in the town of Yara, 
now extends through an entire third of the 
| island, and in this district the Spaniards 
| hold only a few insignificant and isolated 
towns. The new revolutionary govern- 
ment has established its capital at Sihan- 
icu, a town in the interior, about thirty 
miles from Xuevitas. The government is 
fully organized, and consists of executive, 
legislative and judicial branches. 

THE PATRIOT ARMY, 

numbering 50,000 or 00,000 men. is divided 
into several commands, operating at dif- 
ferent points in the eastern portion of the 
island. It is in full organization, being 
divided into infantry regiments and bri- 
gades. Military operations on an extend- 
ed scale are in contemplation, and the 
patriots are already sufficiently formidable 
to create the greatest alarm among the 
Spaniards ns to the security of the posts 
the latter still hold in their possession. 
Along the railway from Xuevitas to Puer- 
to Principe the chief military operations 
are being carried on; but, in addition to 
this, the patriots are in great force and in 
possession ot several important cities be- 
tween the Spanish troops on this line and 
thc city of Havana. The Spaniards show 
a wholesome dread of defeat and ruin by 
never venturing out of the towns except 
in large force — even then confining their 
operations to the immediate neighborhood. 
Constant advances are being made against 
them by thc revolutionists, and the Span- 
iards raovevents are generally on the de- 
fensive. 

THE PEOPLE WITH THE PATRIOTS. 

The Cuban people all side with the pa- 
triots. and whenever the presence of 
Spanish troops does not render it perilous 
this -ympathy is unmistakably and uni- 
versa l!\ "’anife«ted hy the non-corabat- 
ants. 1 i*e cities possession of the 
Spaniards arc under tae rut- *tant^a 
officers, and garrisoned by troops from 
Spain; in some instances augmented by 
volunteers from among the Spanish resi- 
dents. The patriot families have almost 
deserted these towns aud taken up their 
abode on the plantations of their friends, 
where ranches are erected for all those 
who find it dangerous to remain within 
reach of the Spanish soldiery. The entire 
eastern portion of the island, which em- 
braces not far short of one-half of it, is in 
a situation not dissimilar to that of the 
extreme Southern States during the first 
three years of the rebellion, being com- 
pletely in the possession of the revolution- 
ists and heart and soul in the cause, al- 
ways excepting the few towns held by 
Spanish forces, as the Fnion troops held 
scattered points in Texas, Arkansas and 
Georgia The revolutionary forces are 
more active than the Spaniards, and are 
incessantly making raids and harrassing 
the enemy in every way possible. Con- 
sidering-this state ot things order prevails 
to a wonderful degree, and travel is al- 
most uninterrupted. 

A FINE CHANCE FOR BLOCKADE RUNNERS. 

The const is almost entirely »n ; . .riled 
by the Spaniards. Their g .abou.s, small 
and f«w in number, cruise along the shores, 
and occasionallv a frigate is visible: but 
no systematic blockade is kept up. Sup- 
plies for both parties are obtained from 
tlie plantations. The revolutionists stand 
in need not so much of men as of arms, 
medicines, salt, clothing and shoes. They 
have numerous arsenals erected for the 
manufacture of cartridges and for the re- 
pairing of urms. Men from abroad are 
uot so pressingly required as arms with 
which to equip the hundreds of volunteers 
who are constantly presenting themselves, 
but who cannot be formed into regiments 
for want of tbe necessary rides. Great 
inducements arc held out to blockade run- 
ners. A fast steamer or two, such a* the 
Confederates employed during the rebell- 
ion in the Uuited States, could do a first- 
rate hu s ines.s in this liue, as there would 
be no difficulty in landing a cargo. Be- 
sides, tlie receipts from a regular cargo of 
articles, as enumerated above — arms, 
medicine, salt, cotton cloth, rubber goods 
and shoes — a cargo of sugar or tobacco, 
i’ree of cost, would gladly be given in re- 
turn. 

The patriots have certain faith in their 
ultimate triumph, depending for this con- 
summation on the well-known sympathy 
of the entire native element. Further- 
more, walled up, a.s the Spaniards are, in 
small, confined towns, and in a climate 
insalubrious to Europeans, especially those 
but recently arrived, there is every proba- 
bility of the Spanish army being greatly 
reduced by the future ravages ot yellow 
fever and cholera.

On the 29th of July last eight Cuban 
gentlemen, confined in the prison in San- 
tiago do Cuba, addressed ;> communica- 
tion to the Consuls of the United States. 
France, England and Prussia, at that port, 
petitioning them to visit the Spanish Gov- 
ernor and demand of him the security of 
their lives, and in case any calamity be- 
fall them, to report tbe same to their gov- 
ernments respectively. Tkey represented 
that they hud been arrested on suspicion 
merely, and without authority of law; that 
their trial had been abruptly terminated 
hv the Judge, who had r*. fused to proceed 
for want of evidence and jurisdiction. 
The Governor General of the department 
did not acquiesce, however, in the deci- 
sion of the .Judge, and ordered them to be 
re-arrested and placed in solitary confine- 
ment.

A special dispatch from Madrid says the I 
insurrectionary movement inside the city 
of Valencia was recommenced hy the revo- 
lutionists. When the government troops 
proceeded to enter the town, after the 
capitulation, the soldiers were received on 
inarching into the place with a volley of 
musketry, and the tire being returned, 
hostilities were renewed. The fighting 
continued up to the latest moment. 

A special from New Orleans last even- 
ing says the New Orleans, Jackson and 
Great Western railroad brought to this 
city an unusually large passenger train of 
seven cars, each o( them packed to its ut- 
most. There were 230 through passen- 
gers, 106 of these hardy-looking sons of 
Ohio and West Virginia. They are rep- 
resented to have been employed there at 
fifty dollars per month and expenses paid 
as laborers to save the sugar crop on the 
Teche. but they look very much like re- 
cruits for some filibustering expedition. 

Information has been received in the 
city, to the effect that the Lilian, which 
succeeded in leaving Cedar Keys, Florida, 
in safety, has put into Key West, and it is 
said that a quarrel between Goicouria and 
Cristo has taken place, and that all oper- 
ations in which the Lilian was concerned, 
are now indefinitely abandoned. The im- 
pression among the Cubans here is that 
the Lilian has returned simply on account 
of the presence of Spanish cruisers. It 
was impossible to land on the Cuban shores. 

Reports have been made by Supervisor 
Dutcher. showing that the New York and 
Flushing and two other railroads under 
the same management, the Brooklyn City 
Railroad Company, and the Coney Island 
Railroad have all made false revenue re- 
turns.

New York, October 19. 

Tbe following affidavit, implicating Gen- 
eral Daniel Butterfield, the Tinted States 
Treasurer in this city, in the .gold ring, 
will be printed to-morrow: 

“New York. October 11, 1869. 

‘ Jay Gould. E<'j. : 

“Dear Sir — B y your request, and act- 
ing as your attorney. 1 called on General 
Butterfield, Sub-Treasurer, at his office on 
Saturday, the 25th day of SeptemWr last. 

I stated to General Butterfield that 1 had 
called in reference to the one million and 
a half dollars of gold he had in the pool, 
which, with commission and interest stood 
ou about 110 per cent. 1 told him that he 
must either put up more margins or take 
up the gold entirely, or it would be sold 
out for his account, and in his name. 

The General replied that there was 
some misunderstanding, if you bought for 
him; and while he did not admit his legal 
liability, nor they did not have his signa- 
ture to anything, nor did they have a scrap 
of paper iu his handwriting, yet, whatever 
his friends had done for him. he felt in 
honor bound to stand up to. and he would 
do so. 

“I beg leave to state that 7ho General 
must excuse me from giving bis exact 
words, as his conversation was so inter- 
larded with profanity that no gentleman 
could repeat it. 

“He said he had given orders to sell out 
his interest in the paol some days before, 
and that he thought that old gray -headed 
fellow would play them false, and sell 
them all out if they did not look out. lie 
asked me if I bad seeu Corbin up there, 
and added. ‘The}' had better keep an eye 
on him.’ 

“He asked where Mr. Gould was, and 
whether he could see him if he went to his 
house that evening. He said he wanted 
him (Gould) to understand that he never 
backed out. aud that he would take up the 
gold or put "p margins on Monday, if I 
would not b;»*e it sold out that day; that 
he had a million dollars worth of real es- 
tate, but no ready money; that he had 
been in a speculation lor another two 
hundred thousand dollars gold, and lhat 
had drained him of all his funds; and he 
wanted to leave the matter to his friend 
Tweed; but that he was ready to do any- 
thing he could 

“ He was very much agitated, and said 
that it was not his fault that the tel- 
egram got out so quick: that when he re- 
ceived it he showed it to your messenger 
first, though there were other parties in 
the room; He ^showed me his lett£r&ook, 
containing copies ot his letters to Mr. 
Boutwell, and read me a letter which he 
had written to him in reference to the 
sales on Friday, the 24th ult. 

*• He added that there need be no great 
uneasiness about the matter, for the price 



of gold was not going down, and the loss 
eonld not be very great any how, and 
whatever it was he would pay it some time. 

“1 then telegraphed you as follows; 
He is alarmed; says if you bought for 
him it must have been a misunderstand- 
ing, but that you should be protected to 
tbe utmost of big ability; that it is impos- 
sible lor him to do anything 1>3-day and 
wants to see yon. I told him that was 
impossible; that 1 had fall power, and 
must have margin, or he must take the 
gold up. 1 would consider, and would re- 
turn in twenty minutes for further consid- 
eration. 

“ 1 did call in about twenty minutes. 
He then said, in order to show Mr. Gould 
that he was in earnest., that he would give 
him a check on accwRiit that day. He 
said he did not have on hand more than 
lour or five thousand dollars, but would do 
what he could. 

“As my orders from you were peremp- 
tory, to make them give margins or take 
up the gold, or have it sold. I asked him if 
he woukl make it a matter of honor if I 
would take the responsibility o( not sell- 
ing him out. Would he. without fail, give 
me a check for at '.east ten thousand dol- 
lars by three o’clock, and more on Monday, 
and agree to mortgage his real estate for 
any balance to be found due on the trans- 
action when they were <dosed. He replied, 
‘Yes; I will, on my honor as a man, give 
you a check for ten thousand dollars be- 
fore half past two o'clock to-day, and 
mortgage the very roof over my head for 
the balance.’ I said I would coine in at 
two o’clock, as I wanted to get up town 
before three. He asked me to make it as 
late as possible, for there were so many 
Around that it might be regarded with sus- 
picion if I came there. 

“1 then telegraphed you as follows: 

“ ‘He will hand me a check on account 
at half-past 2; more on Monday, and mort- 
gage his house tor balance. Am on my 
way up to give particulars, so as to get 
back to him at the appointed time.’ 

“In the afternoon, when I called, about 
twenty minutes past two. I found General 
Butterfield with his hat on, ready to go 
out. He told me that bis wife was very 
ill: that he had just had a message from 
her to come up in the 3 o’clock train, and 
that he would be back on Sunday night, 
and would see you. I then asked bim 
what be incant by giving me his word of 
honor in the morning as to the $10,000, 
and if he thought that was behaving like 
a man. and to remember what sort of a 
position it placed me in with ray clients. 

“He then replied: ‘Well, I will show you 
why I could not pay that ten thousand. 
My father (or father-in-law) has drawn on 
me, as executor, this morning, for just 
lhat amount; and it lias taken all I could 
raise. I could not let that go to protest. 
But you tell Mr. Gould that I will pay all 
that is due. and he shall not lose by me.' 

Tie then called for the draft on him. as 
executor, and showed it to me, adding: 
Why, I have forty millions of gold right 
here but I can't take that Jo make up my 
losses, aud Mr. Gould would not want me 
to. 

T walked up with the General as far as 
my down-town office, and he said he 
thought he would stop and sec Mr. Gould 
on his way up to the cars. 

“The following week I again called upon 
General Butterfield, at your request, and 
had a further conversation with him, in 
which he stated that as to his taking a 
million and one-half gold, or even a mil- 
lion, it was absolutely impossible. He 
had real estate, but no monev. He then 
referred to your note, and asked why you 
should charge him with any specific 
amount, when you referred in it to his in- 
terest in the pool, and claimed that before 
you had any right to require any money 
from him, yon should state the accounts 
of the pool, so that lie might see whether 
any money had been lost; and he would 
leave it to his friend Tweed how much he 
should pay. 

“Just then a mutual acquaintance came 
iu, and I arose to take my leave. But the 
General stood up alse. and taking a piece 
of paper from the table, about as large as 
half a sheet of note paper, he held it up in 
front of us, and said aloud; ‘ There, those 
are the figures you wanted to see; and at 
the same time held up a smaller piece of 
paper, on which was written, ‘I want my 
friend. Richard Schell, to act for me with 
Tweed, in this matter,' or words to that 
effect. The larger paper effectually con- 
cealed the smaller one, and the observa- 
tion of the General about the figures was 
simply to mislead our mutual acquaint- 
ance as to tbe object of my visit. 

“ I then left for that day, and have not 
called on him since.

Chicago, October 20. 
An Omaha dispatch to the Tribune says 
that a report received at department 
ment headquarters, from Colonel Duncan, 
who recently commanded the expedition 
on tbe Republican river, leaves no further 
doubt that the surveying party of twelve 
ru'-u, under Nelson Buck, were murdered 
. by tbe Indians, on the Republican river, 
j in the latter part of August or early iu 
. September. 

'• The following is just received, from 



Santa Fe, by a letter from Apache Pass, 
dated October 9th: There are reports that 
about sixty Apaches, led by a chief 
named Chachise, attacked the mail 
coach on the 3th instant, killing the driver, 
Colonel Stone, and four soldiers of 
the 21st U. S. infantry acting as escort. 
They left tbe bodies of the murdered men 
naked and horribly mutilated and carried 
off the coach and mules. They also cap- 
tured three hundred cattle, owned by a 
man named Scott, in the neighborhood. 
Scott brought the news to Apache Pass; 
thereupon, Lieut. Winter and 27 men of 
the 1st cavalry started in pursuit, and 
came upon the Indians 90 miles south of 
Apache Pass, Friday afternoon. Twelve 
Indians were killed in the fight which en- 
sued; the others retreated. The troops 
recaptured the mail coach, mules and 
stock, as well as 30 horses and a large 
quantity of supplies owned by the Indians. 

A Destnoines dispatch states that addi-
